DILIGENT NATURAUST 

Nothing New Fundamentally 
In The "Oriitdn of 
Species'* , 

♦The effect of Darwin's 'Origin of 
Species' . was . profound and lastbig; 
evolution' as. a doctrine, as well as the 
doctrhie of Natural Selection and the 
Sûrvival of the Fittest have become 
accepted, generally speaking, as a 
working hypothesis by the thought, 
ful," statei] Professor P. . L. Llody, 
head of the department of Botany at 
McOill University, last night in ad. 
dressing the St. James Literary Club, 
at the Engineering Institute "Charles 
Darwin" was the topic of the lecture. 

In summing up Darwin's work, Pro. 
fessor Uoyd quoted Mr. Allen as stat. 
ing that "whether Darwin had ap. 
peared or not, thought would have 
progressed toward the idea of evolu 
tion; ' the Idea , of natural selection 
hiad'already been formulated and fun- 
damentally there vras nothing new in 
^the 'Origin of Species' but Darwin 
acted as an accelerating agency, gain' 
ing for us fifty yttxà ' of 'progress."

New Orleans, La. — Bennett J. 
Doty, famous French Foreign Legion 
deserter, whose name blazed across the 

headlUtcs of newspapers in every civil- 
ized nation In the world and who 
spent most of his early yptith dodg- 
ing bullets of angry Syrian natives to- 
day dodges nothing more deadly than 
quèstiohs shot at him by friendly Tu- 
lane law professors. 

Doty, a freshman law student, sat 
poring over a book Saturday afternpon 
in the law library with âbout 50 othàr 
law students. Except that he appears a 
little older, his Jaw a little squatef 
apd more set, he is like his class- 
mates. Only à few of them realize he 
is the Ben Doty of whom they have 
read. , 

"No," he said, "I don't think I would 
like to go through it all again, bût I 
w;ouldn*t sell my experiences for any 
amount of money. I think the legion 
is the greatest fighting organization 
and the best place to discipline men 
hi tho world. 

"I ptill have many friends In It who 
still write to me, and It is ohe of my 
greatest desire to some day go back 
ând visit them. I am one of the 
legion's greatest supporters, whether 
thèy know It or not." 
"Roniantlc?" Doty repeated the 

^ '•l wouldn't call the leglon^mw^lo 
hi the common sense of the word," 
he continued. '"There yere po héroïnes 
and shélkâ bi^n|lng aroiiiid fhe'batt)e- 
field, but therè 'was' fighthig— plenty 
pf It-^àAd âdvel lure, aiid t\iose thlAgs 
seem to me the i^ost impbriant part 
Pt romance. 

"I was Itfcky because I Joined the 
jtegJWoKWhen there were uprisings 
iS^Ing out among the motives all 
over that part of the wPrld.

pprary madness. I was fed up with the 
trhole Idea — the filth, the hunger, 
the freèzihg cold at night and the' 
désert heat in the day. 

"I didn't care what'shapt>èned. AU 
I knew was that I Had to get away 
from it all, iso thât night li'wènt oyér 
the HUl,' as they call it^^X^desèrtid.

Doty said he had Joined the Legion 
solely for adventure. It was while he 
was on a ship in 1925, reading wire- 
less news bulletins every day about 
the fighting In /Morocco, ^that he 
thought seriously of/ Joining. And then, 
he said, when his 'ship reached Bor- 
deaux hé had become so interested in 
the war that he made up his mind 
definitely to enlist. 

Doty said that he Ukes law fine. He 
intends to practice in New Orleans 
wiien he Is graduated. At; present he 
Is alsp''ehçâgcd In 'writing 'î'^b'bek of 
his expériences which he said, how- 
ever, he does not Intend to publish im- 
mediately.

Finds Novel Use 
For His Oatmeal 



cereal he has placed a smaU amount 
of slime-mould, a yellowish-green 
substance— no one knows whether an 
animal or a plant— which cats the 
grains out o' the oatmeal. 

This clhnc-mould Is one of the 
queerest thing.s known. It grows in tho 
woods on fungus, eating ...them tho 
same as it docs the oatmëâi. Dr. Mooro 
obtained the slimc-moiild from Massa- 
chusetts, dried hi an envelope. Ha 
kept it for a year in this dried formi 
and yet when it was placed on a dish 
of oatmeal, it commenced to grow 
eating the grains in the cereal and 
moving from one side of the dish to 
the other. 

Plant and Animal ■ 
It Isn't a plant and It isn't an anU 
mal — or perhaps it Is bPth. That is 
one of the things Dr. Moore is trying 
to discover with his experiments. 

He watches over it as carefully a^ 
mother feeds Johnny oatmeal, kèeping 
It in a dark room which is separated 
from his regular laboratory by tt 
winding passage, strangely reminis- 
cent of the "Hide in the Dark" and 
"Topsy Turvy" house at the fafr. Hd 
says it grows better bacj: there. 

Dr. Moore has some other experl-^ 
ments on hand, too. He Is crossing sea 
dollars and sea urchhis — in case you 
aren't informed, those are some of tho 
things you fhid at the beach, and, he 
says, are biolPglcaliy as far apart aS 
lions and .giraffes. However, he doesn't 



know much about the, sea animals yet.

Scientists StartM 



Los Angeles, Cal. — Scientists arid 
geologists were startled when they n< 
cently uncovered near Ventura the It- 
malns of a huge mammoth believed to 
have lived millions of years ago. The 
bones Ue under 35 feet of gravel and 
rock, and extreme care must be taken 
In removing them piece by piece. Dr. 
E. L. Furlong, of the Department ol 
Paleontology of the California Instt- 
tute of Technology, inspected tb« 
skeleton and definitely established it 
as that of a mammoth. 

The remains are being moved ia 
sections, and will be reassembled In 
the Pioneer museum as the property 
of Ventura county. v. ,. i 

Part of the skeleton is fossiliaéd 
ivory, and the tusks have been re- 
covered ahnost mtact. Tlie body struc- 
ture has decayed into a porous, chalk- 
llk§ substance wtilch can. be kept to* ^ 
gether only by great care to handling. 

The upiJer part of the skull mea- 
sures approxtomtely six feet, and the 
lower Jaw reyeals . huge teeth with 
grindtog^surface^^ach the size of a
